PARTIES  intending  to  apply  to  Parliament  for 
Private  Bills  giving  any  exclu.«ive  privilege,  or 
profit,  or  private  or  corporate  advantage,  or  for  the 
amendment  of  any  former  act  of  a like  nature,  are 
notified  that  by  the  Rules  of  the  two  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment, published  at  length  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  they 
are  required  to  give  two  month’s  notice  of  their  in- 
tended apidication  in  the  Canada  Gazelle,  and  in  a 
newspaper  of  the  County  or  Distriet  affected,  and  to 
transmit  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House  copies  of  the 
newspapers  containing  the  first  and  la.st  insertion  of 
such  notice. 

In  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  Notice  is  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  English  and  French  language.s. 

Every  applicant  for  a private  Bill  is  required. 
Eight  daj’s  before  the  opening  of  Parliament,  to 
deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill 
is  to  originate,  a copy  of  such  Bill  with  a sum  suffi-

All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly  the  j 
subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative  Assein-  ■ 
bly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of  the  ' 
” British  North  x\merica  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  tlie  ' 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railroad,  Turn- 
pike Road,  or  Telegraph  Line  ; the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Jjock,  Dam,  or 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry  ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade,  or 
calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Co.  ; or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any  exclu- 
sive or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  whatever,  or  for 
doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its  operation 
would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other  parties, 
or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  community  ; 
or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any 
former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation to  be  published  as  follows: — 

A notice  inserted  in  the  BitiTisii  Colombia  Gazettb, 
and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect- 
ed, or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
tlien  in  a newspaper  iu  the  next  nearest  District  in 
which  a newspaper  is  published.

iibntments  or  piers  for  the  ]>assage  of  rafts  and  vessels, 
and  mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
drawbridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same.
